came in their way, 

** IT have now to inform you that the Genera! 
after having been 17 days in the Cherokee country, 
and having pafled quite through it to the Creek 
villages (the whole diftance at feat 150 mii 
fouth of the Tennefee) has rejurned to the fron- 
tiers with the lofs of three men killed, and thre. 
wounded. 

‘* He was not ab'e to bring the whole party tw 
action, but a part of it, confiitimg of from Zoo & 
300 Indians, ambuicaded the tucth bank cf che 
Hightower river, and gave nis advance, led b, 
Capi. Evans, a very warm reception, killing, a
